Vyf jaar nadat Prince Albert se eerste 
biblioteek met leeskamers geopen 
is, hoor Koningin Victoria dat die dorpie 
wat na haar man vernoem is, 'n biblio- 
teek het - en sy skenk 'n eksemplaar van 
sy boek Principal Speeches and Ad- 
dresses of His Royal Highness the Prince 
Consort waarin sy persoonlik skryf: 
"Presented to the Library of the Prince 
Albert Division of the Colony of the 
Cape of Good Hope by Victoria, May 
1867." Die dorp se inwoners skryf op 10 
Julie 1867 vir haar 'n bedankingsbrief 
Die boek is vandag te sien in die Fransie 
Pienaar Museum. 

Die biblioteekgebou is oorspronklik 
aangekoop met skenkersgeld en die 
Voorsitter van die Biblioteekvereniging 
het die verband oor die eiendom betaal. 
Vier boeke kon per maand aangekoop 
word - ekstra aankope is geborg met 
skenkings en donasies. 



In 1957 neem die Munisipaliteit die bi- 
blioteek oor met sy inhoud van 2,600 
boeke vir die bedrag van £250. Die 
boekebydrae van die Administrasie maak 
dat die gebou vergroot moet word en die 
huidige biblioteekgebou is op 28 Novem- 
ber 1959 amptelik geopen. 

Vandag word die so wat 16,000 boeke in 
die biblioteek deur 2,600 lede gelees. Die 
personeel bestaan uit Reinie Smit, wat al 
die afgelope 20 jaar die bibliotekaris is, 
en assistente Jeanetta Nel en Kato Mal- 
lies. 

Die biblioteek fokus graag op die dorp se 
skole en kleuterskole deur tydens biblio- 
teekweek verskeie kompetisies aan te 
bide en kunsuitstallings te hou van leer- 
linge se handgemaakte artikels. Ouer

An Outsider's Perspective 

' hris Chameleon was the highlight of 
'this year's Olive Festival as were the 
many types of olive products on sale. This 
was my third Olive Festival and will 
probably be the last one I will attend. 

I have been witness to the continuous dete- 
rioration of the Festival and would like to 
offer constructive feedback and sugges- 
tions in the hope that the Festival will re- 
gain its lustre and offer visitors what they 
want. With the number of festivals around 
the country, the Olive Festival must either 
improve its standards and offering or at 
least not over sell what is on offer. 

This year the programme, at first glance, 
seemed jam-packed with activities. Sadly, 
the auction was not up to standard and we 
were unable to visit a local farm as it had 
stuck to a lOhOO closure on the Saturday. 
Talking of which, where were the local 
farmers? There were no live demonstra- 
tions of any kind. I would have liked to 
have eaten a delicious lunch in a tent out 
on a farm. What about an old bike/car/ 
vehicle of any nature on show or display 
on the field? Or small competitions, such 
as "Best Car on Show"? Vintage anything! 

The number and quality of the stalls in the 
main street was disappointing, while the 
school field was covered in food stalls 
with not much else to do. Why not have 
more upmarket food stalls? There defi- 
nitely needs to be more of an organic look 
and feel with fresh veggies, home bakes, 
fruit, meat and hearty, local food and 
healthy sandwiches, for example, on offer. 
Most of these could have been in the main 
road, with simple, but inviting decor. Stalls 
also need to be together, not sparsely 
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spread, as they were this year. 

I would also suggest a larger variety of 
stalls selling the stuff Prince Albert is 
known for - art of any kind, blankets, 
leather products, locally made items of 
good quality. Local shops selling such 
products need to bring their goods to 
where the visitors can see and experience 
them again. 

It was clear to me that the heart of the 
community was not in the Festival and it 
had been left to a small number of pas- 
sionate people to organise. Not one of 
the restaurants had any theme or signs 
that made visitors feel welcome. It seems 
that it was just another day for them. I 
might be generalising here and I might 
have missed those who did. 

ABSA bank had two staff members on 
duty on the Saturday. One ATM ran 
empty and the queues inside and outside 
the bank did not go down well. Some 
critical shops did not extend their hours. 
Imagine a butchery inviting visitors to 
"Order your Karoo lamb and wors now!"

Prince Albert Valley 

(Cellar is situated on the R407 - 22km outside Prince Albert - towards Klaarstroom) 
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Starry Splendour over Prince Albert 



In June we can again enjoy the beauti- 
ful thick part of the Milky Way in all 
its glory over Prince Albert. Now is the 
time to observe the huge constellations 
of Scorpius and Sagittarius above our 
heads at night as we look in the direction 
of the centre of our galaxy. 

Scorpius contains the red super giant 
Antares that would extend right up to 
the orbit of Mars (Ares in Greek) if 
placed at the position of our Sun. This 
star is also called Cor Scorpii, the heart 
of the Scorpion. The Scorpion can only 
be seen in the winter while we can ob- 
serve the Southern Cross nearly all year 
round. 

If viewed synoptically from south to 
southeast it comes as a surprise every 
year again to see these two beautiful 
constellations (the Scorpion and the 
Southern Cross) so close together. The 
reason for this is that the Southern Cross 
is circumpolar i.e. always above the ho- 
rizon for us while Scorpius is just out- 
side the circumpolar region. 

The bright stars in Sagittarius resemble 
the shape of a teapot (rather than an 
archer of half horse - half man configu- 
ration) that could be pouring its contents 
into a fine string of stars arranged in the 
curved shape of a crown, hence its name 
Corona Australis, the Southern Crown. 

Mercury and Mars are both evening ob- 
jects. Mercury, which is close to the 
Sun, is visible for about two hours after 
sunset in the northwest at month's end 
making it the best time of the year to 
spot the speedy planet. The reddish 
Mars is moving away from Regulus, the 
heart of the Lion, into the constellation 
of Virgo on 21 June. 

Venus reaches a very special position on 
6 June when it will be in a straight line 
with Earth and the Sun - a Venus Tran- 
sit. The back of Venus (New Venus) is 
then visible during the day as a perfectly 
round dark spot (not a sunspot) transit- 
ing the face of the Sun. Unfortunately 
this Venus Transit will not be visible 
from South Africa. This rare alignment 



will only occur again in 2 1 1 7. 

Jupiter at magnitude - 2.0 will be visible 
in the early morning hours in the con- 
stellation of Taurus. It is always very 
rewarding to observe the largest planet 
in our solar system with its four bright 
Galilean moons through a telescope. 

Saturn at a magnitude of 0.7 is visible 
the whole evening with the plane of its 
rings open now at 14° and thus contrib- 
uting to Saturn's reflectivity which 
makes it the planet of the evening. 

Full Moon will be on 4 June and New 
Moon on 19 June. 

Winter Solstice on 21 June will mark the 
shortest day and longest night (good for 
star-gazing) and although the days will 
become longer thereafter, this day is 
termed as the beginning of winter in the 
southern hemisphere. Sunset in Prince 
Albert will be at 17h30 and will become 
later by one minute every evening. How- 
ever, only from 7 July will the Sun rise 
one minute earlier every morning. 

In the South the stars that crown the 
Southern Cross belong to Centaurus, a 
half horse - half man configuration from 
which the stars of the Southern Cross 
were cut off in 1929 to be assigned to 
Crux, the smallest but brightest of all 88 
constellations. Starting with a and P 
Centauri, the two bright pointers, then 
gazing at the open cluster NGC 5617 
and the galaxies NGC 4945 and NGC 
5128, "The Hamburger" and ending at 
Omega Centauri, the brightest globular 
cluster makes for enjoyable viewing in 
arguably the most important and varied 
constellation in the South.

Places often bring to mind vivid as- 
sociations: New York proclaims 
the Statue of Liberty, London chimes 
Big Ben, Paris has the chic Eiffel 
Tower, Sydney sings its Opera House, 
Cairo's pyramids prevail, Milan favours 
fashion, Buenos Aires oozes tango, Fu- 
kushima our fulminating destiny, Guan- 
tanamo Bay's torment, Auschwitz - gas 
chambers shame, and Prince Albert gets 
lumped with a gin trap factory. 

Farmers in the Karoo and other parts of 
South Africa claim they are losing more 
livestock than ever before (up to 90% of 
lambs) to predators, mainly jackals, but 
also to lynx, leopard, foxes, feral dogs, 
humans and other primates. The in- 
crease has been attributed to a rise in the 
number of game and hobby farms (safe 
havens for jackals), and the current trend 
of bigger farms supporting more sheep 
under less supervision. Chronic environ- 
mental degradation due to overgrazing 
means that for farm sizes to be viable 
they have had to expand over the past 
two decades from an average of 2000ha 
to 15 000 ha - the situation is worsening. 

An estimated 5000 animals are killed 
and maimed daily by predators: some 
die quickly while others endure pro- 
longed suffering. These numbers are 
NOT verified by any independent or- 
ganization, which is unfortunate as 
farmers have a vested interest in inflat- 
ing the numbers. 

But the suffering of animals is not due 
to predators alone: farmers also rou- 
tinely mutilate lambs when they cut off 
their tails and testicles without anaes- 
thetic, or induce gangrene by using elas- 
trators. Sheep are dispatched en masse 
for journeys to abattoirs where they are 
slaughtered to provide meat and wool 
merely to satisfy unnecessary human 
desires. 

Experts in lethal predator management 
maintain that effective flock protection 
involves predator elimination using a 
combination of methods that include 
non-selective, inhumane gin traps and 
illegal poisoned bait, destroying pups 



from lairs, and hunting (preferred). The 
agony experienced by these animals while 
they die is deemed necessary because of 
the alleged losses and suffering inflicted 
on stock. The efficacy of these methods 
and the number of non-target fatalities (up 
to 90% of all animals caught in traps) is 
apparently directly related to the level of 
expertise of the trapper, which is highly 
variable. 

Experts in non-lethal predator control 
maintain that effective flock protection 
involves prevention of predator attacks by 
applying a combination of methods that 
include the use of donkeys, alpacas, os- 
triches, and ultrasound deterrents, live- 
stock guardian dogs, kraaling at night, 
keeping ewes with lambs close to home, 
and shepherding. The efficacy of these 
methods is directly related to the level of 
expertise of the manager, which is highly 
variable. 

The rate of jackal population growth is 
directly related to food availability, and 
when threatened, they start to multiply 
faster by breeding at a younger age and 
producing larger litters. 

Evidently, older jackals are responsible 
for most sheep deaths. They have learnt to 
avoid traps and poison, while younger 
jackals that aren't the main culprits suc- 
cumb. 

Among jackal there are some individuals 
that mainly hunt while others feed on car- 
rion. Poisoned baits therefore select for 
preservation of the hunters. 

Jackals mate for life, and form strong fam- 
ily bonds. Animal communicators convey 
that jackals are feeling persecuted and 
marginalized, saddened by human preju- 
dice and aggression towards them. Their 
natural prey has diminished on agricul- 
tural land. They cannot fulfill their God- 
given right to raise even one generation of 
young unhindered. 

Recognised conservation groups (such as 
EWT and Cape Nature) promote a sys- 
tems approach to the predator problem 
that, they claim, is holistic and sustainable 



in the long-term. They emphasize good 
agricultural practice where the focus on 
animal husbandry will ultimately create 
a stable population of predators. Spe- 
cific problem predators should be identi- 
fied and dealt with using methods that 
are humane, selective, ecologically 
sound, and conducted within a legal 
framework. 

Public opinion is 99% against the use of 
lethal predator control. 

Public concern over lethal predator con- 
trol stems from the abhorrence of bar- 
baric ways of killing animals, and the 
threat to non-target innocents, endan- 
gered wildlife, and pets. Therefore the 
use of gin traps and poison has been 
banned in more than 90 countries world- 
wide. 

Public behaviour is 99% in favour of 
maintaining their addiction to Karoo 
lamb chops. 

Humans are able to satisfy all their nu- 
tritional needs from plants alone. The 
consumption of animal products causes 
cruelty at production level, environ- 
mental degradation, global warming, 
and is now known to have deleterious 
effects on health. 

No one disagrees with the notion that it 
is wrong to inflict unnecessary suffering 
on an animal. We can forgive almost 
anything but we can't forgive intention- 
ally harming animals without there be- 
ing very good reason. 

The way we consider animals and the 
environment has evolved, and agricul- 
tural practice needs to keep pace with 
modern thinking. One way to create a 
more caring society is for us all to strive 
for non-violence towards animals and 
people. Once we realize that every liv- 
ing creature has inherent value (deep 
ecology principles) then our conscious- 
ness shifts to embrace the qualities of 
compassion and empathy for all life and 
we can truly understand what it means 
to love.

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Museum's Social History Research Project 



Last year the Fransie Pienaar 
Museum received funding from the 
directors of Marine Bulk Carriers SA 
(Pty) Limited to research aspects of 
Prince Albert's village history not yet 
captured in the museum's archive. The 
brief specified that particular attention 
should be paid to the development of 
Noordend and relevant village life before 
the establishment of the township. 

Kathleen Schulz undertook to do the ar- 
chival research and offered to match 
funded hours in order to expand the re- 
search time. Kathleen has been so in- 
spired from what can be described as 
phase one in the research programme, 
that she has offered to continue research- 
ing in the archives. 

To date many interesting facts have come 
to light. These must still be interpreted 
and placed within a historical context. 
Minutes of Municipal meetings have 
been captured at the time Noordend was 
being established. First inhabitants took 
possession of their homes in 1942 while 
battles were being fought in the Second 
World War. In order to understand how 
and who moved to Noordend, a thorough 
understanding of the political past must 
be established. 

Many layers of information are being 
extracted from the archives in Cape 
Town; for example census records from 
the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries 
are being scrutinised against land owner- 
ship records, valuation rolls, death and 
marriage registers and diagrams from the 
Surveyor General's office. 

The records cover the period of colonial 
occupation starting with loan farms 
granted in the area as early as thel760's. 
Hottentot Registers start from 1795 and 
these are all slowly being transcribed and 
interpreted. Surnames recorded in the 
registers can be found in current day tele- 
phone books. The surname Jantjies al- 
ready appeared in the 1850's, Wicombe 
and Balie were recorded in the 1920's 
and in the 1940's Murphy, Williams, 
Willemse and Lekay . . . 

It is hoped that links found in marriage 



registers will help genealogical research 
when looked at with family history 
knowledge. Slave registers will also be 
transcribed together with what can be 
found regarding emancipation and ap- 
prenticeship contracts. 766 marriages 
registered in the Beaufort district have 
already been captured for the years 1 820 
to 1842. Links to Swartberg residents 
have been identified, read against infor- 
mation available from census records. It 
is hoped we will find the Prince Albert 
church registers that will enable this data- 
base to grow. There is still a lot to do. 

God willing, three or more years will be 
allocated to this project to ensure records 
held in the Cape Town archives and other 
repositories are available electronically to 
the public from the Fransie Pienaar Mu- 
seum. Over and above the collection of 
data, some fun and human stories will 
emerge. 

The records extracted so far are available 
electronically to the public at the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum for a nominal adminis- 
trative fee. Data will be updated regu- 
larly. 

If you care about your place in annuls of 
South African history please write your 
story so we can include you in the Fran- 
sie Pienaar database, even if your story 
started yesterday.

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Prince Albert's 2012 Commemorative Bins 
Clive Heyne's Contribution

Artist Clive Heyne was the unsung 
hero of the commemorative bin and 
gable projects. His passion and dedica- 
tion and his active involvement meant 
that we could achieve the objective of the 
project. Clive, who is my brother-in-law, 
was my foreman, my artistic adviser, my 
hands, my resident personal artist and 
my computer fundi throughout the six 
months' duration of the project. 

We worked closely together and learned 
a lot about each other. We also learned a 
great deal about the local folklore and the 
history of the town. We discovered that 
Prince Albert, Queen Victoria's consort, 
was a talented man and way ahead of his 
time. 

Clive took charge of the cleaning, sand- 
ing, repairing and preparation of the ap- 
proximately 70 Municipal rubbish bins 
that were retrieved and rescued from 
various spots throughout the town. He 
worked closely with Ockert Magie and 
Andries Hannief, who the Municipality 
allocated to the project. Clive also did 
the hand painting and signwriting of the 
2012 commemorative logo on all the 110 
drums produced by the project. 

Then he painted 38 green bins and their 
logos; either, "Honour Our Roots, In- 



spire Our Youth" or "Please Use Me" in 
English and Afrikaans. Over and above 
all this, he produced 22 colourful drums, 
many of them commemorating landmark 
events and famous characters in Prince 
Albert's history. A wander around the 
town reveals Clive 's sharp eye and his 
talent with the paint brush and also his 
hard work and commitment to the pro- 
ject. 

Clive's favourite bins are his two in se- 
pia, one of Thomas Bain with the map of 
his masterpiece, the Swartberg Pass and 
the other immortalising Dr George Rus- 
sell of Oudtshoorn who drove the first 
motorcar over the Pass in 1904. Both are 
placed outside Charles Roux's three col- 
ourful shops between the Lekkerbek 
Kafee and African Relish. Another fa- 
vourite is a forbidding Queen Victoria 
who welcomes guests to The Victoria 
Room at the Swartberg Hotel. 

Clive's remarkable copies of Robert 
Gordon's 1778 painting of Queeckvalleij 
are positioned at Gay 's Dairy, the site of 
Zacharias de Beer's home, and outside 
the two Municipal offices on Church 
Street. 

Three drums depicting the world's earli- 
est postage stamps, the Penny Black, the 
Penny Red and the Two Penny Blue 
stand outside the Post Office, Karoo Ka- 
leidoscope and the Watershed, all on the 
town's main street. 

Clive has painted the badges of Hoer- 
skool Zwartberg and Prince Albert 
Primer on two drums - one stands on the 
corner of Pastorie and Church Streets and 
the other at the entrance to the primary 
school. A drum near the Golf Club's gate 
proudly sports the club coat of arms. 
Clive and I dreamed up a similar coat of 
arms for Prince Albert's tennis club and 
placed that bin near the tennis courts on 
Church Street! 

To my mind, one of Clive's most artistic 
efforts depicts a chessboard and chess 
pieces celebrating Prince Albert Primer's

Hennie Boshoff 

In a garden at the North End of town - a 
deliberate geographical reference - 
Prince Albert is privileged to have situ- 
ated there a home for dozens of sculptures 
and paintings, ceramic and stained glass 
work, mixed media and photography. Art- 
ists from all over the world are repre- 
sented and their works fill the house and 
spill out into the garden, weaving among 
the succulents and painted and mosaic 
decorations adorning pots, walkways, 
trees and well, whatever needs bejewel- 
ling. 

Before the curator of Villa Kruger Hennie 
Boshoff turned six, he went with his fam- 
ily to Maputo. There, accustomed to the 
austerity and modesty of the NG Kerk, he 
visited his first cathedral. Enthralled by its 
stained glass, statuary, opulent nave and 
incense, Hennie attempted to recreate 
what he'd seen in his childhood backyard; 
he's been building cathedrals ever since. 

Hennie and his art houses - in London 
and Umhlanga, the Chateau de Pauligne in 
the South of France and now Villa Kruger 
- invite response, reaction. They provoke 
and challenge and fill your heart if you let 
them. 

This is not surprising, for Hennie and his 



partner of 30 years, the warm, consid- 
ered and talented Rosetta Woolf, live 
their art. There is no distinction for them 
between life and art, making flesh Oscar 
Wilde's ideas that "life imitates art far 
more than art imitates life" and "the self- 
conscious aim of life is to find expres- 
sion." 

Other creative souls made their way over 
the years to Hennie - artists, musicians, 
actors and filmmakers - for counsel and 
collaboration, sometimes their own ex- 
pressiveness stifled. Hennie, himself a 
writer and an artist, spent time working 
with them as Sting once told him: "Not 
to destroy our dreams, but to dispel our 
nightmares." 

Villa Kruger itself, the first of his houses 
to be open to the public for an Art After 
Dark tour, is indeed dreamlike, surreal, 
engaging all the senses: Zulu beads 
clack in the breeze. Fairy lights brighten 
as the pink sky dims and the spotlights 
on the sculptures and illuminating the 
stained glass cast spirited shadows. 

The curious and the creative and the 
outsider-art pilgrims eventually make 
their way there to experience what he 
and his collaborators have done to make 
"the utilitarian and functional beautiful, 
decorating what is dismal or ugly." 

None leave unmoved or unchallenged; 
most are delighted and surprised. 

"Occasionally people have said some of 
our pieces are disturbing," Hennie says, 
"but what is the importance of art if not 
to shift thinking, to shake up and 
'disturb' what is fossilised?" 

The tour touches on universal themes of 
the tarot - kings and queens, love and 
death, justice - which helped with any 
language barriers between Hennie and 
the other artists, inspiring 22 pieces for 
the Chateau de Pauligne. 

Evidence of where Hennie has lived and 
travelled and the philosophies and im- 
ages he has made his own are on display 



and it is fitting that the tours take place 
at dusk - not quite light, not quite dark - 
as he describes the artists' approach to 
the ambiguities and dualities of life, 
nature and imagination that preoccupy 
Hennie, such as damnation and salva- 
tion, femininity and masculinity, nature 
and technology, black and white. 

Very little is grey in Hennie 's world - 
even his bespoke black and white cloth- 
ing echoes his commitment to right and 
wrong and refusal to compromise on 
issues about which he feels strongly. 
Like French intellectual, Jean Genet, he 
submits to the process of being true to 
one's self, never failing to speak the 
truth. 

For decades Hennie was a man without 
a country - apartheid officialdom con- 
fiscated his passport and destroyed any 
record of his birth and yet as he estab- 
lished his philanthropic trust in France, 
Azazel, the first outreach he made was 
to South Africa. Artists from townships 
all over the country came to Carcas- 
sonne to explore "Amasiko nezithethe, 
awakudala namatsha" (Traditions, old 
and new). 

When he made his way back to South 
Africa for Toorkuns, his journey home, 
he established South Africa's first black 
art and design company called by the 
Xhosa name given to Hennie, Vu- 
lindlela, which means 'he who opens the 
gates'. 

Writer Harry Crews' assessment of him- 
self describes Hennie as both curator 
and collaborator for an astonishing, 
evolving, living artwork affecting all 
who see it: 

"... So far as I can see, nothing good in 
the world has ever been done by well- 
rounded people. The good work is done 
by people with jagged, broken edges, 
because those edges cut things and leave 
an imprint, a design."

Freshlyground, one of South Af- 
rica's most popular and interna- 
tionally renowned bands, spent two 
weeks in Prince Albert in May re- 
cording their fifth album. The theatre at 
the Jans Rautenbach Schouwburg was 
transformed into a sophisticated re- 
cording studio and the adjacent confer- 
ence room became the engineering stu- 
dio, filled with high-tech equipment. 
The tranquil setting of the Schouwburg 
on De Beer Street provided the band 
with the privacy, the mood and inspira- 
tion and the lack of every day distrac- 
tions they sought. 

One afternoon, thirty Grade 4 learners 
from Prince Albert Primer visited 
Freshlyground during a break from re- 
cording. Every child had written or 
drawn a message of welcome for the 
band. The band members read each 
message out loud, expressing their de- 
light, thanking the children and giving 
them high- fives. Jennifer Marlow wrote: 
"I am your biggest fan ever and hope 
that you will come back to Prince Albert 
to play for the town." A band member 
remarked quietly, "This is so good for 
us." Freshlyground's US-based pro- 
ducer, Steve Berlin, stood watching, 
quietly smiling, in the background. 



The children were shy at first and then 
Shaggy Scheepers, Freshlyground's key- 
boardist and percussionist, got them on 
their feet, taking deep breaths, clicking 
their fingers and clapping. Several 
Albert College pupils arrived and joined 
in. The next thing they were all singing 
choruses from the new album and the 
engineer, Dave X, appeared with a lap- 
top and a fancy handheld recording de- 
vice. The first take was perfect and who 
knows... the youthful voices of Prince 
Albert may appear on Freshlyground's 
next album! 

Everyone then joined in singing Freshly- 
ground's ever popular, Doo Bee Doo 
and the 2010 Soccer World Cup anthem, 
Waka Waka\ The band had to get back 
to work and the children had to be per- 
suaded to leave. There were hugs all 
round and the children asked for the 
band's autographs. Freshlyground gra- 
ciously complied and signed a slew of 
arms and hands. "I'm never going to 
wash my right hand ever again," an ex- 
cited boy exclaimed.

39 budding chess champions, which is 
near the school. Another is his interpre- 
tation of Prince Albert's very own 
"Flying Doctor", Dr Manie Coetzee and 
the lost false teeth. The bin stands 
proudly at the Aviator Estate's guest- 
house and airstrip, while the Fransie 
Pienaar Museum has more information 
on Dr Coetzee. 

The bin that stands outside the Tourism 
Office provides the answer to the ques- 
tion asked most by visitors: "Why is the 
town called Prince Albert?" The bin has 
a reproduction of the Government Ga- 
zette of 3 1 July 1 845 where "by order of 
His Excellency's Command John Mon- 
tagu the Parish and Town of Zwartberg 
[would] hereafter [be] called Prince Al- 
bert." Another bin shows Prince Al- 
bert's NG Kerk, recording that the 
church is 1 75 years old and that its mag- 
nificent pipe organ is 125 years old this 
year. 

A bin that Clive and I had a lot of fun 
working on stands outside Gordon 's 
Drink Store opposite the Hotel. We 
adapted the famous painting of Colonel 
Robert Jacob Gordon (1743 - 1795) in 
the uniform of the Commander of the 
Garrison of the Cape. We placed a bottle 
of Gordon 's Gin under Gordon's left 
hand, which he has slipped inside the 
front of his tunic, while he winks saucily 
at the passersby! 

Finally, at the request of the Prince Al- 
bert Hospital and following a discussion 
with the Mayor, Clive produced six bins 
with strong messages that are placed 
throughout the hospital's grounds. Four 
display the serious impact drinking alco- 
hol at any stage of pregnancy has on an 
unborn baby. The other two show, both 
visually and verbally, the methods of 
both male and female sterilisation. 

Thank you, Clive, for helping to bring 
the bin and gables projects to life. With- 
out your skills and perseverance neither 
project would have happened.

Prince Albert 
Shepherding Project 

If the ultimate solution lies in the 
perfection of holistic farm manage- 
ment, then the concept of shepherding 
can be modified to suit modern farming 
systems that need to become 'greener' 
and diversified to remain sustainable. 
Farmers are addressing the issue of 
'enhancing the community's ability to 
create enterprises', and tapping into 
tourism which has been identified as a 
'key economic activity', and if handled 
wisely can help to support farming 
ventures. 

According to our town's IDP (Integrated 
Development Plan) 'Agriculture was 
traditionally the cornerstone of the econ- 
omy of Prince Albert, but tourism is 



now one of the fastest growing sectors 
of our region' and 'one weakness is the 
lack of adventure activities'. Extensive 
farming is in reality becoming unsus- 
tainable. So the agricultural sector 
clearly has to think up innovative ways 
of capitalizing on the rise in tourism. It 
makes sense to encourage tourists to 
support ecologically sound farming sys- 
tems. It also follows that the consumer 
will also support humane farming if 
given the option. Prominent retailers will 
pay a premium for ethically raised live- 
stock products. 

The Sheepherders Guild of Prince Albert 
is designing a pilot shepherding project 
to be conducted on selected farms. Shep- 
herds will receive training in animal 
husbandry, diseases, first aid, the envi- 
ronment and its plants and animals, and 



as guides. The project will also include 
bringing tourism into the open spaces of 
the Karoo. 

A core group of experienced shepherds 
will later be able to provide a guaranteed 
service to the farmer on a contract basis 
with success based incentives. Farmers 
and interested parties are invited to com- 
ment or offer expertise to help develop 
this proactive community initiative.

I n many occasions in the Bible peo- 
ple who reached a low point in 
their lives were ministered to and up- 
lifted by angels.

It 
sounded like my friend Jeanette; but no, 
there were three men with her, familiar 
faces, smiling and hands outstretched in 
greeting. One said, "You could not come 
to our concert, so we have come to you!" 
Reality set in, more familiar smiling 



faces came in and stood around my bed, 
all 28 members of the visiting choir! 
What a wonderful privilege. The voices 
humming in tune with one another and 
softly singing "What a friend we have in 
Jesus." 

"We are going to sing the whole concert 
for you and also any favourite of yours," 
the choirmaster said. I asked for Fried- 
erich Handel's Easter hymn, "Thine be 
the Glory." What wonderful sounds came 
from our cottage that evening. 

When I asked where the violinist was, he 
appeared from behind the other members. 
"And your violin?" He dashed out to 
fetch it and there they joyously continued 
with violin accompaniment. "It's getting 
better and better," I thought, "pity the 
whole orchestra isn't here!" 

The choir ended with a favourite African 
hymn, "Siya Hamba", dancing and drum- 
ming on the bedroom door! What a night! 
I felt exhausted, yet uplifted and healed! 
That is what music does for the soul; the 
angel voices come to revive the spirit.

Hulle le 
hulle eiers op Bietou-plante soos die 
Mak-bietou en die Gewone Bietou. Hulle 
habitat strek van berge, koppies tot die 
vlaktes. 

Hierdie bogenoemde skoenlappers (die 
Opals) het 'n baie noue band met Cock- 
tail miere. Die wurms van die skoenlap- 
pers het 'n klier op die rug wat 'n soet 
nektar afskei. Die miere hou so baie van 
die nektar dat hulle konstant daarvan 
drink en so die wurm van die skoenlap- 
per oppas teen enige parasiete. 

Die miere gaan selfs so ver om vir die 
skoenlappers papieragtige skuilings aan 
die voet van die Bietous te bou. Die 
wurms sal dan in die aande uitgaan om te 
voer en die miere pas hulle dan op. Selfs 
die papies vervaardig dieselfde nektar 
om te verseker die miere sal aahou na 
hulle omsien tot die dag dat hulle hulle 
volwasse lewe as skoenlappers betree. 

Nog 'n moet vir die tuin is beslis Plum- 
bago auriculata (syselbos). Die wurm 
van die Gewone Bloutjie eet van die 
plant se blomme asook die groen sade. 
Hulle is baie gretig om hulself in tuine 
te vestig. Soos julle seker van die naam 
kan aflei, is dit 'n pragtige blou skoen- 
lapper, maar kan baie maklik as vaal 
beskou word as dit nie in die son is nie. 
Sodra die sonstrale daarop val, is dit 'n 
pragtige blou. Dit is 'n baie klein 
skoenlapper en kan maklik misgekyk 
word. 

Nog 'n bekende gesig hier in Prince 
Albert is beslis die Lemoenvlinder. Hulle 
eiertjies word op enige Sitrusbome gele. 
Hulle is pragtige, groot, swart en geel 
skoenlappers wat nie misgeyk kan word 
nie. Hulle kom regoor Suid-Afrika voor. 

Hopelik voor die winter ons tref, sal ons 
'n paar skoenlappers hier in Prince Al- 
bert sien rondvlieg wat voorheen nie hier 
was nie.

A Hell of a Ride!

I have lived in Prince Albert for nine 
years and have always heard about the 
famous Ladder at the end of Die Hel. In 
the old days the only way in and out of the 
valley was up and down the Ladder on 
donkeys. Well, finally Heini Kotze, Jo- 
hann Rissik and I made a date to ride in to 
Die Hel and up the Ladder on our bicy- 
cles, a trip that would take us two days. 

We booked an overnight stay at 'Koot 
Cordier se Huis' near the Gamka River so 
we could get an early start at climbing the 
Ladder. In doing our planning for the ride, 
I found that I would be taking a tour group 
to Die Hel the day before we started, so I 
left extra food and gear for us at the cot- 
tage to make our riding load into the val- 
ley a lot lighter. 

The big cycle day arrived and we set off 
from Dennehof to conquer the Swartberg 
Pass. After eight hours and 62 kilometres 
of cycling and pushing up most of the hills 
we arrived at our overnight spot. Early the 
next day we set off, wading through the 
fast flowing Gamka River, towards the 
Ladder... only to find that the path that I 
had been showing people for many years 
was not the Ladder! It is actually about 
eight kilometres further down the valley 
over a very steep track into another beau- 
tiful valley called Kleinberg! There, we 
had to look out for tall poplar trees and 
then cross a stream to the opposite bank. 
In a metre wide gap between the poplar 
trees and the face of the mountain we 
found the start of the Ladder. 

What a climb - 350 metres and at times at 



a 54% gradient! Picking up our bikes we 
started our ascent of the historic route, 
which according to records was used by 
Denys Reitz and his commando to get out 
of the valley during the Anglo-Boer War. 
At the top was an old garage where pro- 
duce from the valley was unloaded from 
the donkeys, which were then loaded 
again with goods to be sent down the Lad- 
der to Die Hel. 

From there it was still another 15 kilome- 
tres of rocky track to reach the road com- 
ing up from the Gamkapoort Dam. We 
struggled along, cycling where possible, 
pushing up the hills, hoping to see the end, 
but this was not to be. We came across a 
water pipeline with icy cold drinking wa- 
ter, which helped us cool off. After an 
hour or so we saw a tall pole at the top of 
a hill that had a cellphone sign on it, and 
the next moment we spotted the Bosluisk- 
loof road in the distance. Bliss! We had 
covered the 45 kilometres in seven hours! 

After that we cycled downhill for five 
kilometres to the top of the 
Seweweekspoort. We headed down and 
after about 15 kilometres we came across 
Ria in the car. She had decided to come 
looking for us as we were about an hour 
late in reaching the point where we were 
due to meet her. 

What a ride! It had the best scenery ever, 
the weather played its part, and our bikes 
and saddles gave us an unbelievably 
smooth and comfortable ride.
